8KIOMS TO UK UUJIDKR. 


The Coroner's Inquest Develop* DBID- 


nglng Testimony Agnlntt Rued. 


The coroner's inquest held yesterday 


at Wads worth over the killing of 
George Avery developed facts which 
seem to give evidence of foul play. A 
JOURNAL representative interviewed 
Dr. W. A. Phillips and Coroner Peers, 
who were present at the Inquest—Dr. 
Phillips to give expert testimony in 
regard to the nature of the wound and 
Mr. Peers in bit official capacity as 
coroner. 


Dr. Phillips testified that the ballet 


entered the right side between the 
•ixtb and seventh ribs and emerged 
between the second and third ribs on 
he left Bide, near the arm pit. The 
ball in its course penetrated the left 
ung and the heart. 
A man by the name of Jackson, who 


a quite well known throughout Washoe 
coanty, was the principal witness. In 
telling his story of the tragedy, Jack- 
eon said tbat the evening before the 
shooting he had called at the Avery 
cabin, which was abont 300 yards from 
bis own. Reed and Avery did not ap. 
pear to be on tbo bost of terms, and 
when Jackson rose to leave Avery fol- 
lowed him out of the cabin, saying, 
when well out of Reed's 
bearing: 


Reed and I had a little trouble this 


morning. He went out nud tore down 
my monument and claim notics and 
brought the notice in the house and 
put in the stove, but I am going to put 
up another one to-morrow." 


Jackson then returned to his own 


oibin and went to bed. Shortly after 
he arose the following morning he 
beard a rifle report, followed by cries 
of "Ob, Ob, Oh!" Jackson called to 
bis companion, who was still in bed 
sayincr, "Some one is hurt." He then 
ran down to the mill, thinking that 
the trouble was there. Finding nolh 
ing wrong at the mill he was returning 
to his cabin, when be met Reed coming 
toward him from the Avery cabin.
